WASHINGTON (AP) — More 
than 300 American scientists 
are preparing to go on expedi­ 
tions costing $10 million 
to 
study a scientifically import­ 
ant, two-to-three minute “peep 
show” over South America next 
month. 
The object of their 
activity, 
including the mar­ 
shalling of rockets, jet aircraft 
and balloons, 
will be a total 
eclipse of the sun on Nov. 12. 
They'll be heading for 
South 
America because grandstand 
seats for the show—that is, the 
path of totality for land areas— 
will be limited to a relatively 
narrow band, never exceeding 
55 miles wide, crossing Peru, 
Bolivia, Argentina and Brazil. 
The American effort, Involving 
some 
60 projects, 
is 
co­ 
ordinated 
by the 
National 
Science Foundation. 
The eclipse, caused by 
the 
moon intervening between the 
sun and earth so that the moon's 
shadow is cast on our planet, 
will begin at sunrise west of the 
Galapagos 
Islands 
in 
the 
Pacific. 
Thence, 
the moon’s shadow 
will race southeasterly at a 100- 
m lies-an-hour 
clip 
across 
South America and continue out 
across the South Atlantic. The 
eclipse will end at sunset off 
the coast of Africa. 
The shadow-track of totality 
will be almost 10,000 miles long,, 
yet only about 2,000 miles will 


involve land areas. American 
scientists, with their thousands 
of pounds of ground - based 
equipment—and those 
from 
many 
other 
countries—will 
have less than two minutes to 
study 
totality 
from various 
points along the track. 
However, U.S. scientists rid­ 
ing 600-mlle-an-hour jet air­ 
craft-fo u r 
Boeing 
KC-135’s 
and a convair 990—will race 
with the giant shadow, and thus 
be able to conduct experiments 
for about three minutes. 
Partial phases of the eclipse, 
decreasing with the distance 
from the path of totality, will 
be visible throughout the rest 
of South America, most 
of 
Central America, 
the 
West 
Indies, the southern part 
of 
Africa, part of Antarctica and 
the extreme southeastern part 
of the United States. 
In the United States, 
the 
show will be anything but spec­ 
tacular. 
The partial eclipse 
will be visible only from 
the 
lower half of the Florida penin­ 
sula. along Gulf Coast points of 
Louisiana and Texas, and pos­ 
sibly from coastal points 
of 
Mississippi and Alabama. 
But at most, only a small frac­ 
tion of the sun's surface will be 
apparently blacked-out to ob­ 
servers 
from 
those points. 
Moreover, folks will have to get 
up early in the morning to see 
it, because the sun will rise 
already eclipsed, and 
the 


whole show will be over within 
45 minutes. 
The variety and number 
of 
scientific studies planned 
by 
American 
and 
other

searchers range from hunting 
for new comets to studying the 
effects of the eclipse on ani­ 
mals. 
Together, they promise 
to make the November eclipse 
one of the richest vielders of 
solar eclipse information on 
record. 
And, just by luck, the show will 
come just as Old Sol is begin­ 
ning to have another of 
his 
periodic nervous spells. That 
Is, it will come at a time when 
he sun is beginning an upswing 
xn one of its 11-year-long cycles 
of sunspot and solar-flare ac­ 
tivity. 
Because of this coincidence, 
and other factors, scientists are 
hoping, to get a wealth of new 
information about the sun and 
its effects on the earth—includ­ 
ing the planet's weather 
and 
communications systems. 
Perhaps the most spectacular 
experiments will be a barrage 
of instrument-laden, non-orbit­ 
ing rockets, to be launched by 
Americans from points in Ar­ 
gentina and Brazil. French and 
Argentina scientists will also 
launch rockets. 
Americans will launch four 
instrumented balloons over a 
period of three days—to study 
changes in the ozone content of 
the high atmosphere.

The suspect has to be told he 
has the right to remain silent, 
Judge Craig said. It is probably 
best to use 
those words, he 
noted. 
“ You have to tell them 
that 
anything said shall be used 
against them," he said. 
“ It 
used to be that you could tell 
them anything they say could be 
used against them," illustrating 
the care that must be taken in 
use of words. 
The aim, he said, is for volun­ 
tary coiiiessions. 
If a suspect tells on officer 
about a 
crime before he is 
taken into custody, this may be 
admissable in court, he said. 
However, he added, the prob­ 
lem is indetermining when the 
subject is in custody. 
Once a suspect is taken into 
custody and taken to the police 
station, he must 
be 
advised 
of his rights to have a lawyer 
before he is questioned. He 
also must be told of his right to 
remain silent.

About 80 persons represent­

A sample set of bylaws, drawn 
from existing regional organi­ 
zations, was submitted.

A SUCCESSFUL RETAILER once told a group 
of merchants that the time to advertise “ is 
all the tim e.” 
To a degree he was right. Hit 
and m iss advertising is mostly m iss.

advertise that certain item. When people are 
in the market to buy, sales are made easily 
and at full markup.

The U.S. has no monopoly on traffic problems, 
and a peek at the troubles 
bedeviling foreign 
m otorists may make our own seem easier to 
live with. 
Take the fundamental problem of fatal traffic 
accidents.

accusing finger at 
American 
motorists for the slaughter of nearly 48,000 per­ 
sons on our highways last year. But, get this: 
The fatal accident rate is so high in Italy that, 
if it had as many autos as the U.S., the annual 
toll would reach 180,000 dead! 
Part of the trouble may be that in an area about 
the size of the U.S., Western Europe has about 
180 different traffic signs in local languages. 
Each nation also has up to 600 traffic laws, 
many of them contradictory, confusing and out­ 
moded.

HUNGARY 10 YEARS LATER 
Oct. 
23 
is 
the date generally accepted as 
marking the start of the Hungarian Revolu­ 
tion, which broke out just 10 years ago. News 
reached Budapest the morning of Oct. 22, 1956, 
that students at Szeged had established a new 
organization independent of Communist control. 
When the Communists attempted to bring the 


group to heel, more than 4,000 students, pro­ 
fessors, 
and 
workers hammered out the 
Sixteen Demands of the Hungarian People. Shots 
were fired in Budapest the following day. The 
Hungarian Revolution had begun. 
The heroism and tragedy of the ensuing 
12 
days require little elaboration even now. Imre 
Nagy, who replaced Andras Hegedus as Premier 
on Oct. 24, proved powerless to restrain the 
anti-Communist passion that gripped Hungary. 
On Nov. i Nagy proclaimed the country’s neu­ 
trality and repudiated the Warsaw Pact. Three 
days later came the “ black day of sorrow,” 
when Soviet tanks helped to crush the Nagy 
government and install Janos Kadar as head of 
the post-revolutionary regime. 
Meanwhile, in the United States, prom ises to 
“ roll back the Iron Curtain” were proving 
empty. 
What was not expected was that the 
Kadar regime would turn out to be relatively 
enlightened by Communist standards, or that 
it would acquire a measure of popular ac­ 
ceptance. 
Kadar, an abler politician than any­ 
one in the west had dreamed, gradually 
took 
steps to correct some of the conditions that 
caused the revolution. To that extent, the 1956 
uprising was not in vain.

Sen. Everett Dirksen is often right and he 
always is persistent. 
He will try again to persuade Congress to 
legalize prayers in the public schools. 
He 
wants to overturn the effect of the United 
States supreme court decision banning them. 
A 
more intelligent approach would be for 
parents and churches to resolve to work harder 
in reinforcing their own religious beliefs in 
homes and houses of worship. 
That is where 
this teaching belongs—not in the public schools, 
which try to educate pupils from fam ilies having 
all kinds of religious beliefs as well as those 
having none. 
The supreme court in its historic decision 
pointed the way to a courageous course for 
schools to teach about the Bible. 
Few schools have chosen to follow it. 
“ It certainly may be said that the Bible is 
worthy of study for its literary or historical 
qualities,” the court’s opinion said. “ Nothing 
we have said here (banning prescribed prayers 
and Bible reading) indicates that such 
study 
of the Bible or religion, when presented ob­ 
jectively as part of a secular program of 
education, may not be effected consistent with 
the First Amendment.” 
One of the schools, which did what the court 
held was perm issible, 
was the Abington, Pa., 
high school. 
The school has presented in depth studies of 
such books as Ecclesiastes, Job and Psalms 
in I1?. E ngli^ curriculum. 
PBfneifxH A lJan A £ Glutthorn reports that there 
have been only a few, easily answered critics 
of the Bible study program, as well as other 
controversial subjects such as Communism, 
sex education and modern literature. 
“ Playing it safe and avoiding controversy is 
the greatest risk of all,” he says, “because 
it changes the school from the open dogma of 
live ideas to the closed tomb of dead dogma.” 
Most schools will play it safe. 
This encourages Dirksen to try it again. 
If he succeeds, it will produce a victory of 
sorts while eliminating the need to face the 
challenge laid down by the court. 
National Bible Week is an appropriate time 
to work out a system for study of the Bible 
in the public schools in accordance with the 
Supreme Court decision as well as to re- 
dedicate ourselves to its less restricted use 
elsewhere.

WASHINGTON - Origin of the 
Liberty Lobby, the extrem ist 
organization which has 
been 
boosting right-wing candidates 
ranging from Ronald Reagan 
in California to Lester Mad­ 
dox in Georgia, dates back to 
a letter written Jan. 26, 1957. 
by Willis A. Carto to Judge 
Tom P. Brady of Brookhaven, 
Miss. 
Judge Brady, then on the 14th 
D istrict Supreme Court, is now 
Associate Justice of the Mis­ 
sissippi Supreme Court. 
In 
1948 he was National C hair­ 
man 
of 
the 
States' 
Rights 
Speakers Bureau, and he has 
been a member of the Demo­ 
cratic 
National 
Committee 
since 1960. 
Carto, founder 
of the Liberty Lobby, was for­ 
m erly a member of the John 
Birch Society, and has been 
active in right-wing groups for 
some time. 
“ Now, Judge," he wrote to 
Brady, “ I do not think that I 
have ever mentioned to you 
that over a year agq I have 
been working on something ten­ 
tatively called the Liberty Lob­ 
by. 
Briefly this involves the 
establishment of an 
office in 
Washington to lobby 
for pa­ 
triotism ... 
“ You can readily see the tre ­ 
mendous importance to 
the 
repatriation scheme if this lob­ 
by ever gets set up," con­ 
tinued carto, referring to a 
plan to send Negroes to Africa. 
“ On the other hand, you can 
see that there must never be 
any 
obvious 
connection be­ 
tween the two, for, if there 
is, either would kill the other 
off or at least harm it gravely. 
Therefore I have had to make 
a decision, and it is that the 
logical thing to do is to be­ 
come publicly identified with 
the lobby only and to endeavor 
to get this set up first while 
trying to help Uie idea of re ­ 
patriation as best I can with­ 
out becoming too closely iden­ 
tified with it for the time being... 
BIG AND MAD 
“ All this sounds very big and 
a little mad; but only mad plans 
can hope to save the white race, 


now heading for oblivion. 
A 
small group with a plan, if 
they 
are 
determined enough, 
have often made monkeys out 
of history. 
“ Quite possibly I can prevail 
on Col. Ernest Sevier Cox of 
Richmond to travel up to Wash­ 
ington while I am there and per­ 
suade him to see Senators E ast­ 
land, Talmadge, Thurmond and 
Byrd and to lay before them the 
repatriation scheme, empha­ 
sizing the economic angle which 
is the heart of the whole thing... 
“ Please let me know your re ­ 
action and thought to the above, 
Judge," concluded Carto. “ No 
doubt you will have some advice. 
At any rate I hope that we have 
a chance later on this year for 
a long talk.” 
Judge Brady's reaction came 
in a letter dated Feb. 17 which 
said; 
“ You are fighting the 
greatest 
danger 
and 
racial 
threat which faces our govern­ 
ment today. I commend you for 
your promotion of American 
race theories. 
“ I regret that I was unable to 
attend the January 27 meeting in 
Chicago. 
If our hope is re a ­ 
lized in uniting the eight or 
ten southern states by means of 
organization 
to 
combat the 
Black Monday (Supreme Court) 
decisions...I will do all within 
my power to see that you are 
given the opportunity to appear 
before this committee for pre­ 
senting your program ." 
SEN. EASTLAND HELPS 
Judge Brady had a subsequent 
meeting with Carto in Biloxi 
and on April 27, 1957, wrote 
to Carto again: 
“ Dear Carto: 
“ Shortly after your conference 
with Sen. Eastland, he called 
me and discussed at length the 
Lobby. I had already talked with 
him twice, urging him to con­ 
sider very carefully the plan 
and program which you had 
outlined. 
He advised me that 
he thought there was consider­ 
able 
m erit in the plan, but 
that he wanted to see me per­ 
sonally and see what alterations 
and additions should be added.

Experts See New Type Labor 
Movement Coming In U.S. 
Washington, D.C.: — There’s 
a new kind of labor movement 
a-coming. 
Small unions are blending into 
bigger ones — and bigger unions 
will be merging. So there will 
be fewer unions, more strongly 
centralized. 
Their 
national 
contracts 
will 
expire “ uni­ 
form ly" — on the same day. 
Thus they’ll be able to move as 
coordinated forces against big 
corporations which now are so 
swiftly diversified that movie 
companies now own food firm s, 
auto corporations own TV re­ 
ceiver plants, coal people own 
underwear factories and movie 
firm s, and a meat packing firm 
is deep in the production of lo­ 
comotives 
and atomic ingre­ 
dients. 


F irst test of the new type 
of 
labor force came behind 
the 
scenes of the duel between 11 
national unions led by the crea­ 
tor of the “ new force," George 
Meany, and the General Elec­ 
tric Co. 
This was the beginning of cen­ 
tralization — and the 
slow 
glacier-like process of 
re­ 
placing 
the concept that 
the 
AFL-CIO is a massive union of 
autonomous unions. 
In 
the 
words 
of Walter 
Reuther, this first sign of the 
almost unnoticeable 
replace­ 
ment of autonomy be centralized 
leadership inside the big house 
of 
labor 
means that “ unions 
must seek to coordinate their 
collective bargaining efforts to 
deal with major corporations 
that 
have blurred traditional 
lines by m ergers, stock swaps 
and changing technologies." 
Even as the battling between 
the 
big Meany committee and 
GE 
continuously hit the head­ 
lines, new battle lines 
were 
being traced for drives on other 
great corporations, 
with 
no 
fanfare, the labor movement's 
Industrial Union Dept. (IUD) — 
6 million strong and with mil­ 
lions 
in 
its 
treasury 
— 
scheduled a conference for the 
Hotel Sherman in Chicago next 
week to develop strategy against 
the copper industry. 
In the union combine, 
which 
will face such corporations as 
Anaconda, 
American Smelting 
and Refining, Kennecott Copper 
and Phelps Dodge, will 
be 
such powerful unions as; 
the 
team sters, the steel workers, 
the auto 
union, the (airline, 
etc.) machinists, the electrical 
brotherhood, the International 
Union of Electrical W orkers and 
the Mine, Mill and 
Sm elter 
W orkers. 
Some 50 of their leaders and 
technicians will take three days 
to plan for action next year. At 
that time — throughout 1967 — 
the headlines will match those 
stirred by the GE controversy. 
Labor’s technicians, led 
by 


the IUD's Jack Conway, 
the 
Executive Director who 
is a 
blend of egghead (hard-boiled) 
and m aster organizer, will view 
the copper industry on 
three 
levels; mining, smelting, pro­ 
duction. 
These 
technicians 
met last July 13-15 in Denver. 
At the end of their 
next con­ 
ference they’ll set a new date, 
skillfully creating sub-com mit­ 
tees to tackle each company in 
each field — but always through 
centralized 
high 
command 
reaching back to Meany, Conway 
and Reuther. 
This is but one of some 
75 
such campaigns, including of­ 
fensives against the tool 
and 
die, drug, chemical and other 
industries which produce over 
10,000 products. But not all are 
aimed at the big corporations. 
There are sm aller central com­ 
mittees for sm aller businesses, 
Mr. Conway said the other day. 
“ We set up our coordinated 
commands for firm s with ten to 
twelve thousand employes. We 
deal in pensions, fringes and 
the like. 
But the theory is the 
sam e. 
“ Thus we are preparing 
for 
eventual dealings with the giant 
copper industry, and have just 
held 
cpnferences 
with our 
unions which deal with Armour 
and Co., once just a 
meat 
packing firm and now in lo­ 
comotives — as well as little 
businesses." 
Of 
course, 
there 
will be 
tougher crises — and probably 
tougher strikes. 
Will this be 
bad, I asked today's top media­ 
tor, the soft-speaking 
gentle 
Dave Cole, now one of P resi­ 
dent Johnson’s shadow cabinet 
advisers. 
“ It's all to the good," 
said 
Cole shortly after participating 
as one member of President 
Johnson’s three-m an board of 
inquiry 
into 
the rash of GE 
strikes. 
“ It will eliminate the ship- 
sawing of employers. 
It will 
eliminate the rivalries amongst 
unions to get the biggest settle­ 
ment and therefore to be the last 
to settle. 
“ I have had difficult experi­ 
ences 
recently. 
In 
two 
instances 
there 
was 
a 
complete 
lack 
of 
co­ 
ordination on the union 
side.^ 
Ih fact the rivalry, with each* 
trying 
to 
outdo 
the 
other, 
brought chaos and an 
almost 
interminable strike. 
“ But with 
coordinated bar­ 
gaining, when you do get 
a 
settlement, it will be a com­ 
plete settlem ent. Wipe out the 
interunion wrangling and frag­ 
mented bargaining and you will 
have more rational bargaining 
and longer industrial peace in 
the end."

HUNGARY IO YEARS LATER 
Oct. 
23 
is 
the date generally accepted as 
[ marking the start of the Hungarian Revolu­ 
tion, which broke out just IO years ago. News 
reached Budapest the morning of Oct. 22, 1956, 
that students at Szeged had established a new 
organization independent of Communist control. 
When the Communists attempted to bring the 


group to heel, more than 4,000 students, pro­ 
fessors, 
and 
workers hammered out the 
Sixteen Demands of the Hungarian People. Shots 
were fired in Budapest the following day. The 
Hungarian Revolution had begun. 
The heroism and tragedy of the ensuing 
12 
days require little elaboration even now. Imre 
Nagy, who replaced Andras Hegedus as Premier 
on Oct. 24, proved powerless to restrain the 
anti-Communist passion that gripped Hungary. 
On Nov. I Nagy proclaimed the country’s neu­ 
trality and repudiated the Warsaw Pact. Three 
days later came the “ black day of sorrow,” 
when Soviet tanks helped to crush the Nagy 
government and install Janos Radar as head of 
the post-revolutionary regime. 
Meanwhile, in the United States, promises to 
“ roll back the Iron Curtain” were proving 
empty. 
What was not expected was that the 
Radar regime would turn out to be relatively 
enlightened by Communist standards, or that 
it would acquire a measure of popular ac­ 
ceptance. 
Radar, an abler politician than any­ 
one in the west had dreamed, gradually 
took 
steps to correct some of the conditions that 
caused the revolution. To that extent, the 1956 
uprising was not in vain.

more intelligent approach would be for 
parents and churches to resolve to work harder 
in reinforcing their own religious beliefs in 
homes and houses of worship. 
That is where 
this teaching belongs—not in the public schools, 
which try to educate pupils from families having 
ail kinds of religious beliefs as well as those 
having none. 
The supreme court in its historic decision 
pointed the way to a courageous course for 
schools to teach about the Bible. 
Few schools have chosen to follow it. 
“ It certainly may be said that the Bible is 
worthy of study for its literary or historical 
qualities,” the court’s opinion said. “ Nothing 
we have said here (banning prescribed prayers 
and Bible reading) indicates that such 
study 
of the Bible or religion, when presented ob­ 
jectively as part of a secular program of 
education, may not be effected consistent with 
the First Amendment.” 
One of the schools, which did what the court 
held was perm issible, 
was the Abington, Pa., 
high school. 
The school has presented in depth studies of 
such books as E cclesiastes, Job and Psalms 
in Us, Engliqji curriculum. 
PrfnetfwH Alton Ai Gkitthorn reports thatthere 
have been only a few, easily answered critics 
of the Bible study program, as well as other 
controversial subjects such as Communism, 
sex education and modern literature. 
“ Playing it safe and avoiding controversy is 
the greatest risk of a ll,” he says, “ because 
it changes the school from the open dogma of 
live ideas to the closed tomb of dead dogma.” 
Most schools will play it safe. 
This encourages Dirksen to try it again. 
If he succeeds, it will produce a victory of 
sorts while eliminating the need to face the 
challenge laid down by the court. 
National Bible Week is an appropriate time 
to work out a system for study of the Bible 
in the public schools in accordance with the 
Supreme Court decision as well as to re­ 
dedicate ourselves to its less restricted use 
elsewhere.

WASHINGTON - Origin of the 
Liberty Lobby, the extremist 
organization which has 
been 
boosting right-wing candidates 
ranging from Ronald Reagan 
in California to Lester Mad­ 
dox In Georgia, dates back to 
a letter written Jan. 26. 1957. 
by Willis A. Carto to Judge 
Tom P. Brady of Brookhaven, 
Miss. 
Judge Brady, then on the 14th 
District Supreme Court, Is now 
Associate Justice of the Mis­ 
sissippi Supreme Court. 
In 
1948 he was National Chair­ 
man 
of 
the 
States’ 
Rights 
Speakers Bureau, and he has 
been a member of the Demo­ 
cratic 
National 
Committee 
since 1960. 
Carto, founder 
of the Liberty Lobby, was for­ 
merly a member of the John 
Birch Society, and has been 
active In right-wing groups for 
some time. 
“ Now, Judge,” he wrote to 
Brady, “ I do not think that I 
have ever mentioned to you 
that over a year ag<^ I have 
been working on something ten­ 
tatively called the Liberty Lob­ 
by. 
Briefly this Involves the 
establishment of an 
office In 
Washington to lobby 
for pa­ 
triotism ... 
“ You can readily see the tre­ 
mendous Importance to 
the 
repatriation scheme if this lob­ 
by ever gets set up,” con­ 
tinued Carto, referring to a 
plan to send Negroes to Africa. 
“ On the other hand, you can 
see that there must never be 
any 
obvious 
connection be­ 
tween the two, for, lf there 
Is, either would kill the other 
off or at least harm It gravely. 
Therefore I have had to make 
a decision, and It Is that the 
logical thing to do is to be­ 
come publicly identified with 
the lobby only and to endeavor 
to get this set up first while 
trying to help the Idea of re­ 
patriation as best I can with­ 
out becoming too closely Iden­ 
tified with It for the time being... 
BIG AND MAD 
“ All this sounds very big and 
a little mad; but only mad plans 
can hope to save the white race, 


now heading for oblivion. 
A 
small group with a plan, lf 
they 
are 
determined enough, 
have often made monkeys out 
of history. 
“ Quite possibly I can prevail 
on Col. Ernest Sevier Cox of 
Richmond to travel up to Wash­ 
ington while I am there and per­ 
suade him to see Senators East­ 
land, Talmadge, Thurmond and 
Byrd and to lay before them the 
repatriation scheme, empha­ 
sizing the economic angle which 
Is the heart of the whole thing... 
“ Please let me know your re­ 
action and thought to the above, 
Judge,” concluded Carto. “ No 
doubt you will have some advice. 
At any rate I hope that we have 
a chance later on this year for 
a long talk.” 
Judge Brady's reaction came 
in a letter dated Feb. 17 which 
said; 
“ You are fighting the 
greatest 
danger 
and 
racial 
threat which faces our govern­ 
ment today. I commend you for 
your promotion of American 
race theories. 
“ I regret that I was unable to 
attend the January 27 meeting in 
Chicago. 
If our hope is rea­ 
lized In uniting the eight or 
ten southern states by means of 
organization 
to 
combat the 
Black Monday (Supreme Court) 
decisions,..! will do all within 
my power to see that you are 
given the opportunity to appear 
before this committee for pre­ 
senting your program,” 
SEN. EASTLAND HELPS 
Judge Brady had a subsequent 
meeting with Carto in Biloxi 
and on April 27, 1957, wrote 
to Carto again: 
“ Dear Carto: 
“ Shortly after your conference 
with Sen. Eastland, he called 
me and discussed at length the 
Lobby. I had a1 ready talked with 
him twice, urging him to con­ 
sider very carefully the plan 
and program which you had 
outlined. 
He advised me that 
he thought there was consider­ 
able 
merit In the plan, but 
that tie wanted to see me per­ 
sonally and see what alterations 
and additions should be added. 
“ I do not know how thoroughly 


he discussed with you the over­ 
all program, but I assume that 
he briefed you on the 
major 
objectives...He expects to dis­ 
cuss the plan with outstanding 
Americans, and after he has 
done so, he and I will then have 
our discussion. 
The selection 
of the personnel and officers 
of the program is of utmost 
Importance. 
In my opinion 
something very worthwhile and 
significant Is going to be the 
outcome of your brainchild, and 
I commend you highly on the 
work you have already done.” 
Judge 
Brady 
had 
been in 
correspondence with Carto for 
over a year, and on May 6, 
1956, Carto wrote Brady as fol­ 
lows:

X he greet Cathedral of Chartres, France it a tymbol of inspiring faith. The story of its 
construction is one of miraculous deeds and super-human craftsmanship and skill. 
From the earliest Christian times in France, Chartres had been a center of culture and 
Christian learning. O n the hill overlooking the town there was first a shrine, then a basilica 
to the Virgin Mary. It burned in I I 34. 
Tne cathedral, started in 1145, was the inspiration of the Abbot Sugar, one of the . 
great religious leaders of the time. His aim, in his own words was, . . . "to celebrate the 
sacred mysteries in a truly divine manner." 
For nearly 50 years the building continued, then in 1194 a great fire all but devastated 
the cathedral. Only the west portal and the magnificent sculpturing there was saved. This 
the discouraged people of Chartres saw as a good omen and started to build again. It 
was a great example of collective faith, divinely inspired. Skilled craftsmen gave freely of 
their time and the unskilled harnessed themselves to the carts and dragged stones from 
the quarry five miles away. 
The basic structure was finished in 1220, the final stained glass windows installed by 
1240, and the north tower finished about 1513. It is one of the earliest and finest exam­ 
ples of Gothic architecture as well as one of the great spiritual edifices of all time. The 
cathedral expresses the deepest spiritual emotion men have ever felt; the struggle of their 
own inadequacy to grasp the infinite, and attempt to rival the anergy, intelligence and 
purpose of God.

That 
should be set aside for capital 
improvements, along with an 
estimated $22 million anticipat­ 
ed from revenues for building 
purposes. 
The $22 million figure was 
used because that's about the 
amount to be used this fiscal 
year for new bull dings or major 
repairs. 
Expected 
increases in rev­ 
enues because of the progress 
of the economy will amount to 
at least $50 million and this will 
be available for general govern­ 
mental services-for such things 
as education, welfare and men­ 
tal health.

recommended 
that the surplus lie put in a sep­ 
arate fund for capital expendi­
